ALMA ARMSTRONG 
DIES OF WOUND 
IN NECK FRIDAY 


On the eve of her contemplated wed- 


ding, Miss Alma Armstrong, 21-year- 
old Pigeon Lake girl, is dead, the victim 
of a Af army service reyolver bullet 
wound in the neck, and Thomas W, 
“Tommy” Higginson, 45-year-old insur- 
ance salesman of 12006 87 street, is 
locked in city police cells charged with 
murder following a rendezvous at the 
latter’s home late Friday afternoon. 


The girl was rushed to the Royal Alexandra hospital 
shortly after the shooting when police received a telephone 
call and an excited voice announced: “a young girl has 
shot herself at 12006 87 street.” 

She died early Saturday morning after having received 
blood transfusions. 

Higginson’s arrest on a charge of attempted murder 
came immediately after the girl, already weak from a 
heavy loss of blood, made a statement to police in which 
she is alleged to have whispered, “Tommy shot me.” 

The charge was raised to murder after the girl's death 
this morning in the hospital. 

A motive for either suicide or murder had not 
uncovered by city police early this morning 
Detective John Watson and Detective Clerk 

were alone in the plainclothes department 
phone rang, a few minutes before 5 p.m 

Watson and Stevenson raced out to find Alma Armstrong 
lying bleeding from the mouth on the upstairs bedroom floor 
of Higginson's home.

T.W. Higginson 
eing Held On 
Murder Charge 


Alma Armstrong, 21, of Pigeon Lake, Dies 
as Result of Shooting Late Friday After- 
noon in Accused’s Home 


REMANDED FOR PRELIMINARY 


White and shaken, Thomas W. “Tommy” Higginson 
was arraigned on a charge of murder when he appeared in 
police court on Saturday morning. He entered no plea and 
was remanded for preliminary hearing until Tuesday, 
September 4. Higginson appeared dazed by the outcome 
of his meeting with the girl on Friday, and glanced wearily 
around the court as he was brought in. 

It is expected that the coroner's inquest and = other 
formalities will be out of the way when the preliminary 
starts. Clarence Campbell is representing Higginson, 
whose wife immediately left for Edmonton this morning 
when notified of the charge against her husband. 

The girl's mother also arrived in Edmonton today, her 
daughter Jessie driving out to Pigeon Lake early Saturday 
morning to notify her of the tragedy. 

Higginson has a small daughter who has been out in 
the country with her parents for the summer, 


On the eve of her contemplated wed- 
ding, Miss Alma Armstrong, 21-year- 
old Pigeon Lake girl, is dead, the victim 
of a .44 army service revolver bullet 


wound in the neck, and Thomas W. 
“Tommy” Higginson, 45-year-old insur- 
ance salesman of 12006 87 street, is 


locked in city police cells charged with 
murder following a rendezvous at the 
latter’s home late Friday afternoon. 


The girl was rushed to the Royal Alexandra hospital 
shortly after the shooting when police received a telephone 
call and an excited voice announced: “a young girl has 
shot herself at 12006 87 street.” 

She died at 1 a.m. Saturday morning after having re- 
ceived blood transfusions, following - emergency opera- 
tion from which she failed to rally. A probe for the bullet 
proved unsuccessful, the missile having passed completely 
through the girl’s neck. 

Higginson’s arrest on a charge of attempted murder 
came immediately after the girl, alrendy weak from a 
heavy loss of blood, made a statement to police in which 
she is alleged to have whispered, “Tommy shot me.” 

The ohare was raised to murder after the girl's death 
this morning in the hospital. 

A motive for either suicide or murder had not been 
uncovered by city police early this morning. 


Higginson is well known in the city. He enlisted here as

an original member of the 49th battalion and was with that 
organization during the war. On his return here he kept up 
his connection with the militia and now holds a commission 
as captain and quartermaster of the 101st Edmonton 
Fusiliers. 

For some time he was employed with the government, 
but left that work to go into the insurance business. He was 
associated with W. Ross Alger in the insurance department 
and later with others, and for about a year was with Weber 
Bros. Ltd. However, he had severed his connection there 
some time ago and is understood to have been working on 
his own for the past few weeks. 

Higginson’s arrest shocked his friends, who stated that 
they could give no explanation of the occurrence. However, 
they did not believe it could be other than an accident. 

Detective John Watson and Detective Clerk Alex Steven- 
son were alone in the plainclothes department when the 
phone rang, a few minutes before 5 p.m. 

Watson and Stevenson raced cut to find Alma Armstrong 
lying bleeding from the mouth on the upstairs bedroom floor 
of Higginson’s home. “Tommy”, as he was known by his 
buddies of the 49th Battalion. was racing around, up and 
down stairs in a frantic condition, according to detective 
Watscen. 


IN BAD SHAPE 

“The girl was in a bad way,” related the detective, “and I 
was afraid that she would die right there on our hands. 
I bent over to ask her a question and her mumbled reply 
was that she ‘did not wish to be bothered’. I rang for an 
ambulance and Detective Bill McDonald, the Coroner's 
officer.” 

The gun from which the bullet came was lying 
the girl. 

Detective McDonald rushed up to the hospital 
Constable Alex Keating and interviewed the victim. 

Although he declined to disclose the contents of her 
statement which ran to about 50 words, until Saturday 
morning, Detective McDonald said: 

“Mr. Higginson was arrested on the charge of attempted 
murder following a short investigation and the contents of 
Miss Armstrong’s statement.” 

From other sources it was learned thet Miss Armstrong 
had stated before police interviewed her that “Tommy 
shot me”. 

Warned that anything he might say would be used 
against him, Higginson told police that he had returned from 
Sangudo Friday afternoon leaving his wife there with her 
people whom they had been visiting. He picked up Miss 
Armstrong, a former acquaintance, at the house of 2 friend 
and proceeded to his residence on 87 street. 


SHOT WAS HEARD 


The two remained there for some time and’ according to 
Higginson had taken a few drinks. He then suggested that 
he would take her home and went to the garage to start his 
car. When he left the girl was downstairs, but when he 
thought he heard a shot and went in to tell her the car was 
ready she was not around. He searched downstairs for her 
and it was not until he ran upstairs and found the girl lying 
on the bedroom floor that he knew she had been shot. 

Higginson then called the police immediately and also 
telephoned to Dr. T. H. Field. ‘The police arrived and 
immediately called for McNeil’s ambulance in which the girl 
was rushed to hospital in an attempt to save her life. She 
was placed on the operating table immediately and owing to 
her weakened condition blood transfusions were resorted to, 

When questioned on the girl’s statement as to whether 
she had said “Tommy shot me,” Detective William McDonald 
stated that it was “something to that effect.” 

With chances of life admitted by hospital authorities to 
be very slim, the Coroner's Officer and Magistrate Col. 
George B. McLeod were ready Friday night at a moment’s 
notice to rush to the Royal Alexandra to take an ante 
mortem statement from the girl. 

Miss Armstrong told police that she was to be married 
Saturday, but her boy-friend, Steve Anast, grocery store 
clerk, claimed ignorance of the impending nuptials. 

“IT had known her less than two weeks,” he said after 
returning from the hospital where he was refused admittance 
to his girl-friend’s room, 

Loss of blood by the girl was severe, two pillows being 
saturated in the rapid trip from thé north end of the city 
to the hospital. A resident of Pigeon Lake, where she lives 
with her family, she came to the city two weeks ago and 
has been staying with her sister, Jessie Armstrong, a cafe 
waitress

Use Shower Baths On 


Hot Day 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The best kind of bath for daily bathing is 
the shower. A good method is $o first spray the 
body with warm water, soaping afterwards if 
desired, and washing again with cold water. It 
is always a good plan to take some physical 
culture exercises just prior to the shower, 
this will increase the circula- 
tion and open the pores so 
that they will be better 
cleansed with running water 

A short bath is usually 
more beneficial than a_ pro- 
longed one. After the bath 
the skin should be dried vig- 
orously with a coarse towel, 
I am convinced that the or- 
dinary tub bath in’ which 
Dr. one sits for a long time in 

hot water is weakening and 
devitalizing and should not be used too often. 


The body does not seem to be weakened by 
bathing done in cool or running water. Showers 
also have the advantage of being more sanitary 
than tub baths, as the soiled water runs off 
the body and a fresh stream of water descends 
on the skin. It is almost impossible to take too 
many shower baths. 

During the warm weather it is very refresh- 
ing to take a cool shower in the middle of the 
day. If you like to use warm water it is best 
to take the warm shower just before going to 
bed, when it acts as a sedative, relaxing the 
nervous system. 

If you do not have a shower bath built into 
your home, you may secure an attachment at 
any drug store for about a dollar, This may be 
attached to any hydrant and serve the purpose 
as well as a more expensive built-in arrange- 
ment 

A few years ago bathing was no doubt too 
infrequent, and even yet doctors will occa- 
sionally come across patients who believe it 
injurious to health to take a bath every day, but 
the common practice among our best citizens 
is to take one or two baths daily. Occasionally, 
I come across a patient with a bathing mania 
for taking too many hot tub baths and who is 
consequently weakened from the use of too 
much hot water which makes the tissues flabby, 
and decreases the circulation on account of the

relaxing effect of the heat upon the blood 
vessels 
It is a good plan to take a shower bath at 


least once a day to cleanse the pores of the 
sweat which they are constantly exuding even 
in cold weather. Then there are the outer cells 
of the skin which are constantly scaling off and 
being replaced. By cleansing the skin regularly 
you can improve its texture

A Day in Canadian History 
On this date in 1884 the people 
of the county of Glengarry held 


festival in honor of the one 
hundredth anniversary of the 
foundation of that grat Scots’

DEVELOPMENTS 


Operations at the Glenora property have opened up surface 
showings that hold splendid poasibilittes for depth development.
